Conference 18 and 19 October 1979 


A conference on the Alberta 
Heritage Savings Trust Fund will 
take place at The University of 
Alberta on 18 and 19 October 
1979. The conference is being 
organized jointly by the Univer- 
sity’s Departments of Economics 
and Political Science and by the 
Faculty of Business Administration 
and Commerce. The keynote 
address for the conference will 

be delivered at the closing banquet 
by the Hon. Lou Hyndman who, 
as Provincial Treasurer, is the 
person primarily responsible 

for the administration of the 
Fund. 

The program of the conference 
has been designed to give maxi- 
mum attention to the large number 
of basic political and economic 
questions to which the accumu- 
lation of the Fund gives rise. 

In addition, an important aspect 
of the conference will be the 
exploration of the Fund’s usefulness 
for the future economic develop- 
ment of our province. For 
example, the address to be given 
by the Hon. Lou Hyndman will 
attack such basic issues as: “How 
should the funds [in the HSTF] be 
allocated to alternative investment 
programs? How much of the 
Fund’s resources should be used 
to create social overhead capital, 
through municipalities and public 
institutions? How should the 
Funds resources be allocated 
between physical and human 
capital investment? How should 
the Fund be used to support the 
social and cultural needs of a 
rapidly expanding population?” 

In addition to the address to be 
delivered by the Provincial 
Treasurer, ten other papers will 
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be given by well-known repre- 
sentatives of the academic com- 
munity, the Government of 
Alberta, and the financial com- 
munity. These papers, together 
with discussants’ comments, will 
be abridged and published in a 
special issue of Canadian Public 
Policy/Analyse de Politiques.

Genetics Conference 


The Genetics Society of Canada, 
The Genetics Society of America, 
and The American Society of 
Naturalists will meet on campus 
from 19 to 22 August. It will be 
the first joint meeting of the 
societies: and translates into an 
influx of about 500 delegates. 
Sunday 19 August will be taken 
up by registration and a reception 
in Lister Hall. The following 
day, concurrent symposia will 
begin at 9 a.m. in the Henry 
Marshall Tory Lecture Theatres; 
while contributed paper sessions 
will commence at 1:30 p.m. in 
the V Wing of the Physics 
Building. The venues and starting 
times for these two aspects of the 
conference will be constant. In all 
there will be nine symposia and 
220 contributed papers. A display 
of fifty posters will remain in the 
corridors of V Wing for the

duration of the conference. 

One of the key speakers for the 
occasion is Dr. Werner Arber, 
the 1978 Nobel Laureate in 
Medicine. His lecture is entitled 
“New Views on the Concept of 
Genetic Stability” and will be 
delivered on Monday 20 August 
at 8 p.m. in the SUB Theatre. 

Dr. Arber, who is based at the 
Biozentrum in Basel, Switzerland, 
is credited with having first 
developed the concept of “re- 
striction endonucleases,” enzymes 
that can be used to study genetic 
organization and to manipulate 
DNA molecules for “genetic 
engineering.” 

R.C. von Borstel, Chairman of 
the Department of Genetics, is 
serving as Chairman of the Local 
Committee for Arrangements. He 
notes that, in addition to geneti- 
cists, the conference will contain

Music To Fill The Air 


Choir and organmasters from 
across North America will be on 
campus next week to share their 
own styles of church music. 

About 300 delegates are ex- 
pected to register for the National 
Convention of the Royal Canadian 
College of Organists, 13 to 17

Vice-Chairman of the conven- 
tion, music professor, Dr. Arthur 
Crighton, says the aim of the 
convention is “for the delegates’ 
own inspiration.” He hopes it 
will foster the improvement of 
church and organ music through 
lectures, demonstrations, and 
recitals. 

Lectures will include such 
topics as the basic concepts of 
organ building, the organ art of 
the German south, and church 
music today. Demonstrations will 
accompany two of the lectures, 
with guest artists Peter Planyavsky 
and Gerre Hancock providing 
their unique form of organ 
improvisation. 

Five concerts, all open to the 
public, will be held: 13 August, 
Monday, 8:30 p.m., an organ 
recital by Gerre Hancock in All 
Saints Cathedral; 14 August, 
Tuesday, 8:30 p.m., an organ 
recital by Karl Hochreither in 
Convocation Hall; 15 August, 
Wednesday, 8:30 p.m. an organ 
recital by Peter Planyavsky in 
Convocation Hall; 16 August, 
Thursday, 10:30 a.m., a recital by 
the winner of the organ compe- 
tition; and at 8:30 p.m. a final 
concert in All Saints Cathedral. 

One of the major attractions 
is a three-manual, mechanical-

This is the first time the 
National Convention has been held

Radiation Safety 


The University’s Radiation Con- 
trol Committee is the prime mover 
behind The Seventh Campus Radi- 
ation Safety Officers Conference, 
a conference slated for the Banff 
Centre from 13 to 17 August. 

Radiation safety personnel 
from this University and many 
other universities in Canada and 
the United States will attend the 
first conference on radiation 
protection to be held on Canadian 
soil. The purpose of the con- 
ference is to give individuals 
responsible for university radio- 
logical health programs an oppor- 
tunity to meet and discuss mutual 
problems. 

Conference Coordinator S.E. 
Hunt says that, while the theme 
is “The Campus Radiation Safety 
Officer and Non-Ionizing Radi- 
ation,” it is not the intention of 
the Conference Committee to limit 
papers to non-ionizing radiation. 
Thus, the call has gone out for 
papers on waste management 
practices, monitoring for airborne 
radioactivity, education and train- 
ing programs, in-house bioassay 
programs, the pregnant radiation 


Don Gill 1934-1979 


Dr. Don Gill, aged 44, Professor 
of Geography, was killed in an 
automobile accident near Peace 
River on Saturday, 28 July. 
Dr. Gill had been a member of 
the Department of Geography 
since July 1968 and was an expert 
on Canadian northern ecosystems. 
He had published extensively, 
with over sixty major papers and 
several books and monographs. 
From 1973 to 1976, he was 
Director of the Boreal Institute for 
Northern Studies at The University 
of Alberta. In 1977, he was 
promoted to Professor. 

At the time of the accident, 
Dr. Gill was en route to.fulfil 
contract commitments with the 
Government of the Northwest 
Territories, with whom he had 
been recently seconded for a 
one-year period, to undertake a 
major research study in the 
Mackenzie River basin. [1]
